2. Pagination . The section rather than the chapter will be 
the basic unit for numbering pages. Each page of manuscript will bear 
in the upper right corner the name of the study and of the chapter 
(e.g. h IS -Turkey (Tentative): Geography), and in the lower right corner 
the section and page numbers (e.g. 3-2), 

3. Graphic material . There will be three types of graphic 
materials: Figures, Plates, and Maps. 

Figures include material such as black and white line 
cuts that can be printed with the text on ordinary paper. 


Plates consist of coated sheets upon which are grouped 
photographs or other material requiring special paper. 

Maps consist of material appearing on fold-in inserts. 

Each type of material will be numbered separately, by 
sections. (In final printing, captions will appear at bottoms of 
figures and plates, in upper right corner of maps.)

1. The meet:’ ng was opened at 1000 in the CIA Situation Room, Central 
building.

2. The first topic on the agenda .was to determine the status of JAMIS -51 
(Turkey) and SID-Turkey. Dr. Meigs distributed copies of JAMS 51 production 
status (Annex A), and Colonel MacLean distributed copies of the SID-Turkey pro- 
duction status (Annex I) to all the members. After discussion the committee 
decided to merge the two projects into a. single unified effort, and initially to 
issue a limited number of mimeographed copies for use of the Joint Planners and 
the Intelligence Agencies under the title, "Hat'onal Intelligence. Survey-— Tuykey 
(Tentative)". 

3. ' The committee. further agreed that the basic intelligence on Turkey was 
in such a fluid state that the final printing and general distribution of MS- 
Turkey should be deferred to porarily until the "ars in basic intelligence on that 
country had been filled. In the meantime the . ITIS-Turl:ey( Tentative ) would be re- 
viewed at short intervals to keep.it up to date. 

4. The committee decided tlat NIS-Turkcy (Tentative) should follow as 

closely as practicable the now chapter head: ngs cf the MIS outline utilizing all 
the material currently prepared for JAMS 51 and SID-Turkey. Primary responsibil- 
ity for coordinating the production of the chapters and sections of KIS-Turkey 
were allocatted as follows: * ■ -

2. Th. meeting opened with a general discussion on procedures to be used 
bv the working committees in ’.'.reducing NIG-murhey (Tentative) • per tv rent to 
the discussion were Army's me orandum (*nnex "A") and CIA's "ttoiform Conventions 
for iTXS-i'urkey (Tentative)" (Annex "B") . The committee agrees to the following 
procedures: 

a. The agency with primar*" responsibility for .producing designated 
chapters and sections of IIS-Turkey (Tentative) (see Resume of Ad Hoc Committee 
Meet'! ng r- 13 October 1947) will correlate the material with the other agencies 
on the working level .and will produce five mimeographed copies each for the 
Intelligence Agencies, the Joint Planners, and the CIA. 

b. The CIA will write Chapter I (Brief) upon receipt cf all chapters 
and will submit the finished manuscript to the ad hoc committee for approval. 

The CIA will then distribute five mimeographed copies of the approved Chapter I 
in accordance wdth a above. 


c. 


The CIA will print chapter cover sheets for HIS-Turkey (Tentative) 


and distribute them to the members of the ad hoc committee. 

d. Army well receive the mimeographed sections of Chapter II (Geography) 
prepared by other agencies, wri te the Introduction to Chapter xl, a.:.d disuribuoe 
the finished chapter in accordance with a above. 

e. The CIA w 11 furnish Army and Air Force with siae 8J-" x 14” mimeo- 
granh paper for producing their chapters on MIS Turkey (Tentative) as the ad- 
ministrat:' ve regulations of these two agencies prohibit use of any paper ^;ider 
than S inches and the other agencies object to vs:R..g the non-standard 8 inch 
paper. 

3. The next topic on the agenda was the development of "he LIS outline. 
Captain Dvais recue steed that the sub-section under Chapter III and Chapter IX, 
"port (Naval) Facilities", be change- - lor clarity xo "Forts ana && v&l

5. The committee decided to implement the production of ITIS-Turkey 
(tentative) by having the agency of primary: responsibility for a chapter or 
section appoint a working committee on which would be represented the other 
interested agencies. The first draft of each completed chapter or section would 
be transmitted to the other agencies and CIA for comment and suggestion* Any 
comments would be transmitted to the originating agency which would then produce 
the finished draft. General supervision, correlation, editing and dissemina- 
tion of this project would rest with CIA (Basic Intelligence Group). 

6. The second topic on the agenda was to review the main chapters for 
the NIS outline and indicate their relative positions' in the outline. Thorough 
discussion resulted in unanimous agreement on the following chapter outline for 

HIS:
